EATING BOUILLON FROM CUP 
* “W hat is the correct m anner of 
handling a bouillon cup with two 
handles? 
Should one lift ihe cup 
with one hand or two; or is it in­ 
correct to lift it at all? 
Should 
the bouillon be eaten entirely with 
the spoon? 
Also, state the uses of 
the 
rim m ed 
and 
rim less 
soup 
plates. 
When are they used and 
why these two types?” 
Answer; Bouillon may be sipped 
with a spoon o r drunk from the 
eup described, using the right hand 
(but not both hands) to lift the 
cup. 
It 
is 
custom ary 
to 
take 
spoonfuls to the mouth until the 
broth is cool enough to drink. 
It would be rath er unfair to 
cause the oth er diners to w ait 
while you sip spoonfuls; w hereas, 
you m ight very readily and cor­ 
rectly drink from the cup. 
This, 
of course, is perm issible only when 
bouillon is served in cups with 
handles. 
And, by the way, keep 
'your elbows clear of the table 
while holding your bouillon cup 
to your mouth. 
Only clear broths, never thick 
soups, should be served in cups. 
The rim less soup plate is properly 
used for inform al purposes. 
T hat 
w ith the rim is for form al p u r­ 
poses. 
The bouillon cup js like­ 
wise for inform al service and is 
therefore interchangeable with the 
rim less plate.
